Sierra Madre Primary School classes are sched¬ 
uled to resume on September 10. Time flies. It’s 
an exciting time for Alan Nocita, no matter how 
many times he’s gone through it. Alan’s fourth and 
final child, A.J., will be going into fourth grade this 
year, and Alan will be back with the I’TA. Last 
year’s co-president (with Meg Goehle), he will be 
handing over those reigns to Lisa Perez at Septem¬ 
ber’s installation dinner. 

Don’t expect Alan to go quietly, however. He’s 
been involved with the school for 12 years, and a 
PTA officer for the last four years. He and Goehle 
worked so well together last year, with a great deal 
of emphasis on fundraising, that the tandem will 
be together for yet another year.

So the latest and greatest 
first-hand experience...a (shudder) blood drive yester¬ 
day. 

I’ll admit it up-front. I had never before donated 
blood. Sure, I knew there was a constant need for do¬ 
nors, and the shelf life is limited, and donated blood 
saves lives, but heck... other people were lining up to do 
it. OK, maybe there was a slight (cough) fear factor in¬ 
volved. I admit it; I don’t like needles. I’ve gotten tat¬ 
toos before just to have a good excuse not to donate 
blood (recent tattoos are one of several factors that can 
defer a donor). Something just seemed not quite right 
about having a tube hooked up to my arm for the express 
purpose of suctioning blood out. 

Anyway, that was my thinking going in. Generally, 
there are three blood drives each year in Sierra Madre, 
although this year, the May drive did not take place. The 
holiday season, I was informed, is the time of greatest 
need. Usually 55-65 people out of a core group of around 
200 will show up at a Sierra Madre blood drive, and 95% 
of them will be eligible to donate, resulting in 50-60 units 
of blood. A unit, for all intents and purposes, is a pint of 
blood. The average person has 7-10 pints of blood at any 
one time, but it is regenerated after being lost. But that 
one pint doesn’t just help one person. It is ‘fractionat¬ 
ed’ (yes, it means just what it sounds like) into plasma, 
globulin, platelets, and red cells.

Resident To Lead 
Fight Against 
Pasadena School 
Bond 

Pasadena-area Libertarians, including Sierra Madre 
resident Jerry Johnson, will lead the opposition to Mea¬ 
sure Y, the $240 million Pa.sadena Unified School Dis¬ 
trict bond measure on the November 4 ballot. 

Johnson was one of the signers of the ballot argument 
against the measure, which was accepted by the county 
Registrar-Recorder’s office for inclusion in the voter 
ballot pamphlet. 

“Bonds almost double the cost of any government 
project,” says Johnson, a hospital data processing coor¬ 
dinator. “Taxpayers will be obligated for as much as 
$440 million in principal and interest for the next 25 
years. This is a major tax hike. The owner of a $200,000 
home would pay an additional property tax of $112 per 
year.” 

The bonds are meant for school repairs and mainte¬ 
nance. “Yet.” says Johnson, “if s the responsibility of the 
school board to maintain public property. If you let 
something go too long, the damages get worse. If they 
had fixed problems as they occurred, all this extra mon¬ 
ey wouldn’t be needed.” 

The bond opponents believe that if the repairs are 
needed, they should be paid out of the current budget. 
Instead, the money has been spent on an ever-growing 
school bureaucracy. “Private schools are a lot cheaper 
to administer,” says Johnson. “The Pasadena School 
Board can learn from them.” 

The opponents plan to run a grass-roots campaign 
against the bond. The other signers of the argument are 
Pasadena residents Ted Brown, an insurance claims ad¬ 
juster; Ken Saurenman, a contractor; and William R. 
Jennings, a financial analyst; and Altadena resident Chris 
Luchini, a JPL physicist.

a big balloon that swelled out over on the sidewalk side 
of the tree. IT WAS A BEE’ HIVE! 

A great, big, bee hive. I used to sneak up on the back 
side of the tree and peek around the tree at the big hole. 
I could hear the buzz of the bees down inside the big 
tree. During the day time when the sun was out hundreds 
of bees came and went at their pleasure. That always 
scared me and my heart pumped really fast when ever I 
sneaked up on the tree—and the bees. 

My friends and I tried to guess how many gallons of 
honey was in that big old balloon, we all had different 
ideas and I never did find out how much honey was re¬ 
ally in there. Years later when they took down the tree, 
no mention of honey was made to my knowledge. 

Do you like rainy days? I loved rainy days. Mom 
would always make me wear rubber galoshes when I left 
for school. There were no school buses then. All us kids 
walked to school. And boy! Was that fun on rainy days- 
-all the way to school and all the way home after school, 
I would walk in the gutter where all that neat water was 
running. Splish! Splash! I would go along, kicking 
water all the way to school and all the way home. Look¬ 
ing always looking or the deepest puddles. The harder 
you stamp on water the higher it will splash, but its best 
when its deeper. You can get a really big, pretty good 
spray then. 

When I got home from school and it was still rain¬ 
ing, I would get out my sand pail and fill it with dirt and 
rocks and take it out to the front curb and then I would 
make a dam across the water in the gutter, so I could float 
all my make believe boats, and find neat things floating 
along that would just fit into the story that I was telling 
my self of trips with pirates and sailing ships. 

I hated garbage day. It was one of my chores. Do 
you remember how you felt about chores? I took the 
house garbage out every day to the garbage cans and on 
the collection day Mom made me take out the garbage 
cans all the way out to the curb for pick up. And did it 
.smell . Sometimes ^ would forget a week and not take 
out the garbage and so most of the time we had extra gar¬ 
bage. You DON’T DARE to take the lid off the oldest 
garbage can, it stunk bad. Mom didn’t know that I some¬ 
times forgot, but boy it really did stink and I many times 
thought there was something moving in there. 

Remember incinerators? Back then every house had 
their own incinerator, in the back yard, in the comer, kind 
of out of the way. That was real fun, cause I got to be 
boss of that some times. All of our paper trash (and ever 
so often a little garbage got mixed up in it) got burned. 
When the incinerator got pretty full Mom would send 
me out with a wooden match to bum it. Before I lit the 
trash on fire. Mom always had me turn on the hose. And 
1 had to keep it close by me—just in case. I thought it 
was a neat job in the wintertime because I on cold days, 
I liked firing off that old incinerator the best. I would 
stand close to it and feel the warmth of the fire before it 
went out.

She said 
o.k. and got me the safety pin. 

OH! BOY! I headed for the backyard. I filled the 
bucket with water. I knotted up old rags and threw them 
in the bucket. They were fish you know. I took the 
bucket with the water andthe knotted up rags over to the 
incinerator and set it down on the ground. I got the long 
stick and tied the .string to the end of it, and I put the 
safety pin on the other end of the string. I opened the 
safety pin and bent the sticky part to look like a fish hook. 
I was ready to go fishing. 

I needed a good spot to fish from and it didn’t take 
me long to figure out where the best spot was. I posi¬ 
tioned the bucket at just the right spot next to the incin¬ 
erator and crawled up to the very tip top of it and I sat 
down. The cement top wasn’t really large enough to ac¬ 
commodate a child’s bottom. As I looked around, I was 
up pretty high and pretty tippy. It scared me. But I re¬ 
ally did want to go fishing. So I got my stick fishing rod 
with the string and the safety pin on it and dipped it into 
the bucket bravely. It really was pretty far down to the 
ground, but I tried not to think about that. The fish were 
biting good because it didn’t take long to catch my first 
one.

TOY LOAN was a 
lending library of toys as a 
character-building pro¬ 
gram for children, just as 
they would borrow books 
from a library. The bene¬ 
fits of the program were 
tree fold. First it benefited 
children. Second its pur¬ 
pose was that people were 
able to leave welfare. Toys 
were supplied from a toy 
center building in Los An¬ 
geles that was run by the 
county. Those on welfare 
were employed to repair 
donated toys that were lat¬ 
er distributed to TOY 
LOAN CENTERS in oth¬ 
er parts of the county in¬ 
cluding Sierra Madre.

room. Taking this into ac¬ 
count, you’ll make a friend 
if you contact them when 
you are intere.sted inpui- 
chasing some wine—and 
that doesn’t mean just a 
few bottles. If you regular¬ 
ly purchase their wines, let 
them know and in what 
quantities. Even under¬ 
staffed, artisan producers, 
who barely have enough 
time to get through the day 
to day activities of making 
wines are pleased to visit 
and sell directly to a loyal 
customer. 

If your interested in 
wine, and you haven’t de¬ 
veloped a strong rapport 
with a particular retailer, 
seek one out. There are 
two kinds of successful 
retailers. First, there are 
discounters, where you 
should expect low prices, 
and not much knowledge¬ 
able service. Most of the 
best discounters have their 
top people selecting the 
wines for purchase, but 
because you’re paying less 
for the wine, they can’t af¬ 
ford to spend the same 
amount of time leading 
you from one wine to an¬ 
other and answering the 
questions you may have. 

The second type of 
successful retailer is one 
with reasonable prices and 
the time to give you some 
personal attention. If you 
are just starting out, or sea¬ 
soned wine lover this is 
where you want to be. 
Especially in major wine 
m^ets and even in many 
small towns, there are peo¬ 
ple with great palates, who 
attend regular industry 
seminars and tastings, 
working in retail stores, 
who are eager to work with 
customers interested in 
learning. If their not, 
you’ve gone to the wrong 
store—try again. When 
you’ve found someone 
you can talk with, take 
their advice. If you don’t 
like their advice, try again 
somewhere else. Remem¬ 
ber the wines you have 
tasted in the past, tell your 
retailer the names of those 
wines and ask for guidance 
on what to taste next.

It was over a year 
ago that park hours were 
shortened and the volley¬ 
ball lights were shut down, 
and noise complaints have 
dwindled, according to 
Recreation Director 
Michelle Keith, backed up 
by Police Chief Joe Sur- 
gent.

Chief 
S urgent said that the most 
common excuse of per¬ 
sons found in the park af¬ 
ter hours is “We didn’t 
know.” The Cobum resi¬ 
dents feel that the lack of 
lights is as much a reason 
for the improved peace 


and quiet as the new park 
hours, and oppose the 
lights’ going back on. 

Following public input, 
Councilwoman 
MacGillivray contended 
that the park is a recreation 
area, was there when 
Cobum residents bought 
their houses, and that the 
Parks and Recreation De¬ 
partment has worked hard 
to compromise with the 
residents. In view of the 
City’s delicate budget, she 
supported turning the 
lights back on without al¬ 
locating the $ 1,000 for the 
dimly-lit sign, and sug¬ 
gested that the focus be on 
police enforcement of the 
hours. The lights are on a 
timer, and shut down auto¬ 
matically at 9:45, 15 min¬ 
utes before closing time. 
Following some Council 
discussion, her motion was 
adopted unanimously, 
with Staff looking into re¬ 
locating existing signs ad¬ 
vising the public about the 
park’s hours.

Victorian architecture 
in all its extravagance still 
stands in Sierra Madre at 
225 N. Lima. The Sierra 
Vista Hotel, popularly 
called the Pinney house, 
was built in 1887 at the 
height of southern Califor¬ 
nia ‘s great real estate 
boom. 

Thanks to railroads and 
the ease of travel, the 
world suddenly seemed to 
be di.scovering this sparse¬ 
ly settled, “sleepy” area, 
and the great lad boom was 
on. A most enthusiastic 
boomer and premier pro¬ 
moter was our town 
founder, Nathaniel Carter. 
In 1882 he built Sierra 
Madre’s first hotel. Ocean 
View House, presently the 
home of Judy Webb-Mar- 
tin and Benn Martin at 93 
W. Mira Monte. Since this 
was mostly empty lad a 
hotel was needed to hose 
tourists and potential land 
purcha.sers. 

As a salute to the boom 
this larger and more elab¬ 
orate second hotel, this Si¬ 
erra Vista Hotel, was built 
by Dr. Elbert Pinney. Pin¬ 
ney, a skillful physician, 
was also a bank president, 
successful in business and 
in farming. After the Civ¬ 
ic War he sold his Texas 
plantation and freed his 
slaves, the moved to Du¬ 
arte where he lived for 25 
years. He wrote scientific 
information about raising 
oranges. One of his slaves 
was devoted to the good 
doctor, followed him to 
California, and was at his 
former master’s bedside 
when he died in 1914. 

In 1886, Dr. Pinney ad 
his son Henry bought 
property here owned by 
Percy Wilson, an attorney 
who built the home at 397 
W. Montecito, now owned 
by Dick and Elva Johnson. 
Adjoining the Pinney tract 
was property owned by 
William Spalding, a Los 
Angeles newspaper man 
who first met Carter when 
Carter placed an ad in the 
paper for his Sierra Madre 
land. Spalding decided for 
health reasons to move to 
Sierra Madre, and as one 
of the earliest buyers. Cart¬ 
er gave him a bargain price 
of $50 an acre for 40 acres. 

Spalding joined forces 
with Pinney to go into the 
booming business togeth¬ 
er. Dividing their land into 
town lots and taking out an 
entire page ad in the Sun¬ 
day Los Angeles paper.

Th« Arcadia PoBca OapartmaM rMpondad to 606 caRs for 
service which 148 required formal investigations from Wednes¬ 
day, August 20, to Tuesday, August 26. The following Is a sum¬ 
mary report of the major incidents handled by the Department 
during the period. 

Wednesday, August 20;

Last week we talked about a “house divided against 
itself’ and the topic was so rich and enlightening (at least 
to me) that not to say more would be doing it a disser¬ 
vice. Extend me the courtesy of adding a post-script. 

We spoke about the fact that having differences is 
quite different from having division. However, Pastor 
Barney cautioned us differences can degenerate into 
divisions if mishandled. This can happen when we al¬ 
low unresolved “hurts” to fester. Also when communi¬ 
cations breakdown, when pride rears its ugly head or 
where ignorance or insensitivity prevail. 

The ultimate goal is not the absence of conflict but 
rather the presence of a reconciling spirit. The Spirit of 
Christ is the unifying factor and provides the mucilage 
that binds us all together, reconciling us to Him and to 
one another. Paul told us in II Corinthians that we have 
specifically been given the ministry of reconciliation. 
God wants us to be responders and not reactors. He 
wants us to be initiators and aggressors for His sake. We 
shouldn’t have a defensive posture in which we are al¬ 
ways reacting to the things and ways of the world. We 
should be offensive minded, not pugnacious, but on the 
attack for the Lord’s sake. Don’t wait for the world to 
come to your doorstep but go out into the world and meet 
them on His terms. This takes a great deal of tact, di¬ 
plomacy, sensitivity and plain old stick-toit-tiveness. 
Just keep in mind the frequently quoted adage: 

In basic thing, we need unity 
In important things, we need diversity 
In all things, we need generosity.
